Drum Corps Dies 


Darius Albert Ives of 133 Hillside road, 
Watertown, former music instructor at 
Phillips Academy and organizer of the 
Andover Legion bugle and drum corps, passed 
away Monday. Funeral services were held at 
the Waterman chapel Wednesday at 2.30 
p.m. Burial was in Mt. Hope cemetery. The 
combined organizations of the American 
Legion, Masons and Elks conducted services. 

Mr. Ives was prominent as an organizer of 
bands and at one time he had 20 under his 
tutelage. He was the leader of the first Massa- 
chusetts band to see service in the world war, 
and since then had been official bandmaster 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co 

He was born in Des Moines, lowa, Sep 
tember 20, 1876, coming to Dorchester with 
his family when he was six. He took a decided 
interest in music at an early age and made 
it his life profession, organizing the nationally 
famous band which bore his name in 1900. 

With the declaration of war the Ives band 
was the first called into service and was 
attached to the U. S. S. Kearsarge. The fol 
lowing year, he was ordered to the naval 
training station at Newport, R. I., where he 
organized the navy band school 

He organized and instructed 25 bands con 
taining 100 men each and also formed numer 
ous bugle and drum corps. After the war, he 
returned to Boston where in 1921 he was 
appointed examiner in music in the Boston 
public schools. He served in that office for 
three years and was then appointed band- 
master and instructor of the Boston police 
band. 

On several occasions he served as guest 
conductor with the band of Edwin Franke 


Academy he also taught at the Winthrop 
high school, and organized the bugle and 
drum corps of Oliver Ames Legion post, 
Back Bay, and the ¢ ambridge, Medford, and 
Andover posts. In 1931 he was appointed 
instructor of the Boston University band 

He was a member of several fraternal 
organizations, including the Elks, the Army 
and Navy club, Masons, American Legion 
and the American Bandmasters’ association 

He is survived by a son, Walter 5. Ives of 
Watertown and a daughter, Hazel I. Ives 
His wife, Mrs. Mabel Ives, died in February
